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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is respectfully pointed out that Applicant's 
arguments are not persuasive. Applicant's arguments are conclusory. Applicant argues a lack of motivation to combine. Examiner 
considers motivation to be properly stated and there is no teaching away. Applicant argues the combination would be unsatisfactory for 
its intended purpose. Examiner considers the combination to render obvious a number of differing embodiments, including Applicant's 
invention as presently claimed. Please note that base claim 1 does not specify a material type for any of the electrodes. Please also 
note that Sakamoto was not applied to teach electrode shape. Sakamoto was applied to teach a stacking of layers that results in 
improved color performance which results in the presently claimed structure [MPEP 2144.01]. Applicant argues the contact hole. It is 
respectfully pointed out that the applied prior art would render the use of contact holes quite obvious to one of ordinary skill. Applicant 
argues suitability for intended purpose. Examiner suggests review of MPEP 2144.07. Examiner has considered ail of Applicants 
arguments and remains convinced the Final Rejection of the present broadly written claims is proper.
